Gentlemen : 
ing than the henor of having sucteeded 
gaining the approbation and good will of the 
people of dune the most important constituen- 
cies in the country, I buve ,rent pleasure jn, 
accepting the nomination alluded to ip you 
requisition. The next Legislative Assembly 
will probably be the most important that bas 
ever met in this colony, and it beboves all 
good men to be vigilant, and to exert them- 
selves to insure the successful working of 
Parliamentary Government. - 

It may be found well in practice to remem- 
ber that the misrepresentations of those dee 
signing men, who so londly asserted that 
you were not qualified to exercise political 
functions with advantage to yourselves or to 
the country, have been signally refuted, and 
that twelve years of misgoveroment proves 
must conclusively, that they were not compe- 
tent to hold,or exercise,the office of governors 
with advantage or safety to the community, 
Experieuce shows that it were vain to expect 
political improvement from men in whose 
official career is not to be found material 
progress, when not identified with their personal 
profit or advancement. I confess that when 
speculating on the causes which led to the 
disastrous retrogression of the past, I am 
puzzled to account for the long contiauance 
of a political system, to which is traceable so 
much unmixed evil—a system containing 
within itse:f such active elements of ruin, 
which when considered in the abstract, might 
bave been expected to pat an end to its exist- 
ence much sooner. Nor indeed ts this all. It 
will be the duty of future legislators, in 
their post mortem examination of the late 
government to fearlessly probe the complicat- 
ed disordgrs which paved a way for its foal 
dissolution. 

It is not probable that any modern English 
community has suffered politica! ills so pat 
ently as the people of Britisk Columtis, The 
amount'of maladministration, and the extra- 
ordinary nature of official aggrandizement is 
perfectly astounding. Amored @lurab e collec’ 
tion of despotic follies can baraly be imugihed. 
We have seen public servants voting their 
own salaries, fixing their ‘own pensions, 
defying public opinion, ..nd pursuing with 
s'udied malevolence, the popular represeota- 
tives. We have seen mere adventurers, 
emplosed.as envoys entrusted with important 


3 ate 'secrets--advertarcrs who are universal y, 


execrated, whom the gwople have never trusted 
unl have long suspected—creatures who are 
to British Columviang” what the’ hateful 
Uiaudiaus were to the, \nciept Romans hay, 
fo crown this humiliating drima, a perverse 
‘nd apparently seuselesg, superior authority. 
receive them with fulsome flattery, and ap- 
plagse . and. predermeat ia. showered bpon 
their heads iu proportion ty the ‘mischief 
that they have done. 

The singu'arly baneful and . distinctive 
nature of these events,’ is pregnant with 
ust-uction sbd warningy-and mffords to evéry 
refivcting mind nimerous and important l-s- 
sons. The time appears appropriate, for 
turciog such lessyos tbiatcdunt hy improte- 
ments at once expedient, practical, and 
decisive; but they realize only halt the danger 
which these events indicate, who see in them 
only official usurpation ob the one hand, ané 
determined opposition on the other.. The 
lesson which, these events teach us (is, 
that gross’ legislation and  extrene 
agitation are ingepetably “ connected 
—that each is the blood relation of the other, 
Nay more, the. danger indicated és to be 
apprehended by placing gread powers in the 
hands of our governors without being secured 
by immediate not remote, certaiwnot dubious 
constitational laws that those power sball not 
be abused. 

It will hardly be disputed by men of can- 
doar aud experience that there are certain 
requisites indispensably necessary to the 
security and efficiency ofall just governments 
the most important of which J believe to be, 
freedom and security against wroog. Now I 
think you will readily admit that most 
civilized governments have succeeded pretty 
well in securing the people aguinat wroog 
from each other; but to secure them by laws 
against wrong from the goveroment itselfyi+ 
& problem of « far more difficoltsort, whieh 
few nations since the commencement of gov- 
ernments bave attempted to solve: "But it is 
a problént apon the solution of which depends 
the freedom and security of every existing 
nation against oppression and peculation,and 
which from its importance commends itself to 
tbe anxious and impartial consideration of all 
men who are desirous of rendering permanent 
service to mankind. 

That it is not the business: of those who 
govern to compel public opinion to follow 
them. but that it is their duty to follow pub- 
lic opinion, is a canon of my political creed. 
Uofortunetely the practice of those who have 
governed this colony, bas been, both by 
precept and example to think differently, bat 
the day is not far distant when the predictions 
of the advocates of jastice and of reason shall 
be verified,—when the urjast and barbareus 
laws which disfrancbised so many intelligent 
and wortby gitizens shall exist only as evi- 
dence of the bigotry, and sordid ignorance 
of those from whom they emanated,—when 
tue promising future proclaims the results of 
Confederation, the promotion of arts and 
science, the diffusion of useful truth, of 
education, of civil and religious liberty. 

I earnestly trust thot with the advantdges 
afforded by Confederation and Responsible 
Government our popular represéntatiqes may 
0 far ignore local issues as to faithfully and 
permanently reform the bad legisia- 
tion of the past, and by a comprehensive and 
liberal policy, inapgurate a new era in our 
political history and insure the prosperity aod 
bappiness of all.

Save 150 MILES BETWEEN CLINTON AND WeST- 
MINSTER VIA HOWES SOUND. 


Eprror Stanparp.:—I have read your able 
articles on the route for the Oanadian Pacific 
and the necessity of its terminus at Esqui- 
malt. Notwithstandiag ‘‘ dat yallerdcrz's”’ 
notions, thut it must go under or over Juho- 
sou Strats, Mature says halo! Howe's Sound 
is tne only route, both in a military and 
ecouomical point; no mountains to climb, no 
wide rivers \o cross, but a long level valley 
of 40 miles, with plenty of stock ranches to 
fattes beef for Victoria market; with a short 
steam ferry to Nanaimo, then bn to E:qui- 
malt. That 80 miles of Water between Bur- 
rard Inlet and Esyuimult is getting to be 
quite a mushroom bed of sunken rocks. 
What a discovery the NP. with the “‘largert 
circulation in the colony,’ bas met! ‘From 
the Dowos to London they hyve steam tugs ; 
do the same thing bere,’ but never heard oi 
any fearful wrecks yet with loss of life of wl! 
the crew, Squire Waddingtou’s map is just 
« collection of imaginary lines, mountains etc. 
The five cent. peg pound toll was all that he 
thi uzbt ‘about, and not a out the bear he 
should meet at the jumping off place. Bur- 
rard Inlet is locked in with bigh mcuntains, 
to go down the Frazer vajiey to Westminster, 
itevould have to ‘be bailt-en stilts. No sir, 
the ancient capi’al bas to be left out io the 
cold 35 miles to the seath, and Phenix like 
start again at Howe's Sound. At Knigut’s 
Inlet, Dean's Canal, and other Inlets, you 
have to cross the coast range, Bridge River, 
and Chilecotan ranges; besides the three 
river—sendless ewamps. 

The ctops around here are light; Mr. 
Chadwick has the finest cultivated. Harvest- 
ing has just began. 

Mr. Jamison (who bas been over the route 
before and party statt in a few days explor- 
ing to Howe's Sound, and various other 
places. So popu'ar is this expedition that 
upwards of $300 were collected in the dis- 
trict in a few days. The graziers around 
neglected Canoe Creek witb their large herds 
of fat cattle, and no eutict to get them to 
market, put $100 into the funds in an bour or 
two. 

We are now in the long talked of Confed- 
eration, bat can see no difference, if anything 
less activity, with thermometer 120° in sun. 

On the 20th alt.,at 5p. m., we bad an 
irreguler discaarge of anvil artillery, distur- 
bing our rest. The great occasion was at- 
tended by the Baron of Lillooet, who could 
not sleep for tle toothache, and a son of 
Israel (always full of life on sach occasions.) 
The Baron's toothache was frightened away, 
with early bimeelf, but relapsed into 
rheumatism.

Stebdbens, 
the Seperintendent, has experience enough to 
know that this is all wrong, and the wonder 
is that he bas not topped it long ago.’’

Pirtstox, Pa., August 15—The last body 
was taken out of Eagle shaft this morning. 
The Mine Inspector put a stop to all proceed- 
ings at midoight last night, in order to renti- 
lace the mine, so that those who went down 
could work without danger. A stream ot 
water was turned in, and passage ways were 
arranged by means of doors, so that the cur- 
rent of fresh air could be circulated through- 
out the tansel, which soon removed the 

The bodies of 17 mea were recov- 


ages doue by the exploston. It is not be- 
lieved that aay man at work io the mine will 
be recovered alive. On entering the cham- 
ber in which the explosion occurred, a fallen 
rock was found which laid partly on the car, 
completely blocking up one side, and leaving 
spece on the other just suffivient for 4 man to 
worm himself through. Some distance fur- 
tber in there was auotber fall, which com- 
pletely filled the passage. It is believed that 
the men are 80 completely walled in that it 
will take hours of most persistent labor to 
reach them, Volunteers at work are endea- 
voring to get around this fallen rock, so that 
they can reach the miners, hut the density of 
the black damp prevents them from prosecut- 
ing the work with full effect. They are 
continually being brought up in an exbuusted 
condition, but their places are at once sup- 
plied with other volunteers. All that mor- 
tals c«n do is being done to rescue the 
unfortupates, but only blackened, disfiigared 
remnants of mortality have thus far rewarded 
their labors. Outside, the scene is heart- 
reading in the extreme ; women and children 
are weeping and mourning aloud for loved 
ones lost, and waiting anxiously in topeless 
expectation for each new report. This mine 
bad been nearly exhausted, and was known 
to be filled with bieck damp, but was con- 
sidered safe, and has been constantly worked 
since the strike, although not to its full 
capacity. Twelve feet of gas was found ia 
the heading just off the gangway, which bas 
been traversed all day by explorers with 
masked light. An accident would have 
caused a worse explosion, involving the loss 
of at least 50 lives. During the fore part of 
the night, those assuming control bave or- 
dered the pumps to be reversed, and the 
water has been forced down the shaft, thus 
hoping to increase the volume of pure air ead 
expel the “foul. Superintendent Kusdeck 
and Inspector Blevitt are preparing to de- 
scend into the mine; but should they find 
their expectations of replenishing the avenue 
with pure air realized, they will hardly be 
able to draw away the deoris necessary to 
reach the imprisoned miners before morning. 
Twenty mioers are knowe to have been in 
the mine, but so far only five dead bodies 
have been found. 

New Yors, Aug 15—A gentleman just re- 
turned from Europe, where be has veen in 
intimate social relations with the French 
Imperial family, informs an interviewer of « 
morning paper, that Napoleon believes in his 
early restoration, that the government of 
Thiers is regarded as a mere makeshift, and 
that his death at this time would be followed 
by another civil war, Gambetta is looked 
upon as an ambitious, intriguing, able mao.

They stir the coceoas with a 
brush, and taking up the loose ends of the 
silk, keep five, six or seven and eight threads 
running, which ere united and form 6he on 
the reel, The next process is “winding.” 
The silk is wonnd on large spools of bobbings, 
and the next operation is “cleaniog,” | This 
is effected by passing the threads between 
close cylinders, which remove all knots or 
inequalities, and leave the threads uniform 
throughout. ‘‘Doubling’’ is next accom- 
plished by spindles running at the speed of 
4,000 revolutions per minute. Then succeeds 
the proceas of “twisting’’ and “bobbing,” 
dyeing, drying, and then lastly winding the 
silk into skeing or o1 small spools for the 
trade, No weaving is done in the factory, 
but isitexpected that as the enterprise expands 
the manufacture of silk fabrics will become a 
feature. 

Already silk-growers from various parts of 
the State—from Sacramento, San Jose, Napa, 
Antioch, «tc.—have visited the factory 1 
witness its operations, and there can be nv 
doubt that the industry will receive a new 
impetus throngh the promise of this new

Railroad in Central Anerics. ; 


Several of the most’ progtessive  Séutb 
American States bave within balf.a dosen 
years. awakened to the ‘virtues of tailroads, 
and have entered upon their construc:ion with 
much energy, allowing liberal sudsidies to 
the enterprising toreigaers who have projected 
them. . Chile and Peru have been particularly 
active in this respect, and the success o! 
Henry Meiggs’ schemes in those countries are 
welksown. Arrangements are in progress 
for extending the Peruvian and Chilian rail- 
ways across the Andes to the plains on the 
east side, and thence to the cities on the 
Atlantic. Io Brazil, railroad construction has 
begun, and several important lines are pro- 
jected which will ul-imately connect with 
those from the Pacific side. 

Some of the Central American States are 
niso catching the railroad intection. Costa 
Rica bas just contracted with Meiggs for the 
building of a road from San Jose, its capital, 
to the Atlantic side, An English loan of 
$2,000,000 was readily effected, and so excel- 
lent is the credit of this well managed State, 
that its bonds are quoted in the English 
market at 96 per cent. The raiiroad bonds 
besring 6 per cent. interest, were sold at 7z 
per ceut., and offered so favorable an oppor- 
taoity fur inves ment that bids to an amount 
f.r im excess of that required were offered. 
London capitalists also subscribed to the 
stwek of the road. The people of Coste Rica 
reso anxious for the road that they have 
voluntarily offered to submit to an expor 
duty of 50 cents on every quintail of coffee, to 
secure the interest on the bonds, and lan 
owners have ceded the free right of way.
